NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE 

Status of the Claims 

This action is in response to papers filed 11 June 2010 in which claims 1, 10, 14, 
25-27 and 37 were amended, claims 28, 31 , 33, 39-41 and 45-50 were canceled and 
the previous rejections were traversed. The amendments have been thoroughly 
reviewed and entered. Applicant's arguments have been thoroughly reviewed and are 
found persuasive in view of the amendments. 

The previous rejections in the Office Action dated 26 October 2009 are 
withdrawn in view of the amendments and Applicant's arguments. 

Claims 1, 4, 6, 8-10, 14, 16, 25-27, 37, 42-44 are in condition for allowance. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are drawn to an array comprising a surface having a population of 
microspheres attached to about 1 ,000 to 1 ,000,000,000 discrete sites/cm 2 wherein the 
microspheres have at least a first microsphere having 10 to 10,000 different analytes 
from a first individual and a second microsphere having 10 to 10,000 different analytes 
from a second individual. The prior art of Walt (U.S. Patent No. 6,327,410) teaches 
high-density microspheres and the prior art of Homes (U.S. Patent No. 5,512,439) 
teaches mRNA isolation using oligo-dT beads, the prior art does not teach or make 
obvious the instantly claimed surface-attached microspheres.
